Shipping magnate Phrixos Papachristldiis yesterday criticized Qn- 
ada's "open door" policy as regards visitors and immigrants. 

Papachristidis, whose life history seems to make him a leading 
contender for the title of "the Aristotle Onassis of Quebec," was ad-' 
dressing the Canadian Gub: 

He emigrated to Quebec 37 years ago after his tobacco business 
was wiped out. After World War Twp he started buying surplus ships 
and built his multi-million dollar empire. 

He deplored the facility with which "all types of political agitators. 
Black Panthers, frustrated revolutionaries,- communists and desèrters 
find a haven on Canadian soil today." ' 

Papachristidis suggested that university professors should not 
be allowed into the counUy without investigation into their political 
leanings. He-alleged that certain of these individuals "propapte'and 
expound their rqdiçal theories to our impressionable young.^' 

"All of us arè indirectly their victints," he declared vehemently. 

As an example of this kind of "undesirable" immigrant, he men- 
tioned "a Professor of Political Science in one of our major univer- 
sities" who is the co-author of a book titled Les forces Politiques 
en Grèce, "a book saturated vnth repetitions of Karl Marx, nauseating 
Russian propaganda, and wholly unjustified anti-Ameri'canism." 

.'Tapachristidis went on. to accuse thé wife of\oju^dhe co-authors 
of "writing exaggerated, burning articles about tiram^, seemingly 
disapproving of her style. - " '^'^^^ ■ - ■ \ 

The shipping mâgnate also claimed that the authors of the book 
"were the main organizers behind^all the trouble and the ugly demons- 
. trations" during the Greek Royal visit to Montreal four years ago\ 

He continued, "I suspect that they are of those who taught tlie for- 
mation of the now famous 'cells' among us, following the old commu- 
nist fashion."

TORONTO (CUP) - ■ Univer- 
sity of Toronto Arts and Science • 
student^Jammed the polling 
statioB|Monday.(Jan. 25) in the 
flrsï^^;c^ twb-day referendum 
on'^dbeiliviiio go on strike to 
l>ack up deman'ds for student par- 
ity with teaching staff in the Gov-^ 
emhig Faculty Council. 

A record turnout is expected 
in the vote in which more than 
13,000 studoits are eligible. In 
November a referendum on the 
principle of parity was supported 
by 88.5 percent of the close, to 
6,000 students who voted. 

A yes vote in the referendum 
would mean a three day striite 
including a' voluntary boycott of 
classes by both* sttidents and 
teacUng ^^^i^ï^O^mxiA^ 
then tie réasséssedTaîfîmmiis 
meeting Friday. 

Support for the strilce action 
has beea mounting since student 
meetings last week following a 
decision by the Faculty Council 
to form a Restructuring . (Com- 
mittee that would include only 
two students on the committee 
of nine. 

Almost one hundred sympa-;, 
thetic faculty members have ' 
signed a petition supporting the 
boycott .ofv classes. Following 
a faculty meethig last Friday 
(Jan. 22), History professor Mi- 
chael Crosslin, who is also' Dean 
of Men at Victoria CJollege, re- 
ported the group's support for 
student action "whatever that 
action might be." 

"We did not feel it was our 
(dace to tell or advise you (stu- 
dents) on what action to take. We 
will support you on Individual 
conscience." 

Other leading faculty including 
Lany Lynch, Philosophy depart- 
ment Chairman at St-Michael's ■ 
Cbllege and a faculty member of 
the Commission on University 
Government (CUG),. have also 
come out hi support .of strike 
actbn as the j'oidy^ viable alter- 
native for students:'
